Execution of Hawkins. 

Edward W. Hawkins, the murderer of Arvin 
and Land, some two months since, expiated his 
crime upon the gallows on Friday last, in Estill 
county. A correspondent of the Winchester 
Chronicle says that, until the day preceding the 
execution, he had spent his time iu great frivol- 
ity and wickedness, talking light of his soul’s 
immortality, liis conduct was probably iu part 
nscribnblc to the gay companions by whom he 
was surrounded. On Thursday morning, how- 
ever, a great change of feeling was observed to 
take possession of him, and a flood of tears 
spoke of the anguish w hich w as penetrating his 
inmost soul. Death, and after it the judgment, 
stared him in the face, and in tones the most 
affecting did he give vent to the most bitter re- 
morse for the silly manner in which he had 
spent his precious hours. 

The correspondent above referred to gives 
the annexed account of the execution: 

“At about 12 o’clock, m., he came forth from 
the dismal dungeon iu which he had been con- 
fined for about two months, took his seat upon 
bis coffin with remarkable complacency, and 
was driven to the gallows about two miles from 
tow n, to satisfy a sentence of law which he pro- 
nounced just, and (aa he expressed it) the de- 
sire of many people. Arriving at the place of 
execution, he arose and addressed the vast con- 
course of people assembled for about ten min- 
utes, very concisely and appropriately. His re 
marks consisted chiefly of advice to the youth, 
aud of warnings against the allurements of 
wickedness, remarking that the beginning of 
his crimes was disobedience to his parents. His 
words impressed his audience with most awful 
solemnity; being not only very touching, hut 
coming, as they did, as lrora one iu the spirit- 
land. 

He is said to have expressed privately a hope 
of celestial felicity, though he did not allude to 
it in his public address. 

Prayer and an exhortation were offered; then, 
shaking hands with those immediately around 
him, he took a last long look upon the vast mul- 
titude and all teirestrial objects surrounding, 
which look alone touched the hearts of all ob 
servers. He then assisted the she iff to adjust 
the fatal knot with a smile upon his counte- 
nance; the cap was drawn overhis face, shutting 
from his eyes all terrestrial things, and as the 
sheriff gave the signal lie jumped from his posi- 
tion (desiring to break his neck) to a position 
between the heavens and the earth. He once 
raised his hands as if to implore meiey, folded 
them across his breast, trembled convulsively, 
aud in about two minutes, without a struggle, 
he saw uuveiled^hc mysteries of an awful eter- 
nity. Thus closed a scene w hich will remain 
ever vividly portrayed upon the memory of 
many who will not seek to have it obliterated. 
It was not a scene of fright, but one grand, 
gloomy, aud awfully sublime — one calculated 
to stir up emotions of the soul which they were 
unconscious of possessing. 

Such an execution was probably never before 
witnessed in Kentucky. Hawkins was about 
twenty-one years of age, of prepossessing ap- 
pearance, and very handsome in features. His 
courage and resolution were unparalleled; his 
manners so polished and winning; his dignity 
so noble, ami the whole man so pleasing to look 
upon, that the sympathies of the whole multi- 
tude were enlisted for him. But alas! the blood 
of his fellow-man was upon him- 
May God have mercy upon his soul.

The steamer Woodford lias just passed here. 
General Walker was on board, and was enthusi- 
astically cheered by the people. He made his 
appearance and bowed his acknowledgments. 

Washington, June 5. — The Attorney Gen- 
eral has given his official opinion relative to the 
proprietary interest of the United States in the 
newly-discovered guano islands. Congress, he 
says, may terminate the possession of the dis- 
coverer when it pleases. Under existing laws, 
the discovereris the nation’s tenant at will, nml 
that will is to be pressed by Congress whenever 
the nation may desire to put an end to the estate 
granted; and the law forbids the President, be- 
fore certain conditions arc complied with, tode- 
elare any islands as appertaining to the United 
States, and afterwards act according to his con- 
viction of public duty. 

A report is currently believed that ex-Gov. 
Philip Frank Thomas, of Maryland, has been 
tendered the Governorship of Utah, and will 
accept. 

Judge E. W. Cullen, of Arkansas, has been 
appointed purser in the navy. 

St. Louis, June 6, r. m. — Owing to a mis- 
understanding, and upon the supposition that 
tlie celebration would not occur here till Mon- 
day, five hund-ed excursionists remained at 
Cincinnati and did not reach here until this 
morning. The city authorities not being aware 
of this, it is reported, had made no preparations 
for the entertainment of this additional number, 
hut have since quartered these strangers on 
board the steamboats, where they will have to 
remain until Sunday afternoon." Among the 
strangers are Attorney General Black and Ex- 
Governor Bigler, of Pennsylvania, Senator 
Douglass and also many noted New Yorkers 
and Baltimoreans in great numbers. Some 
propose returning home via. Chicago, others to 
extend their trip to Keokuk. 

W ashi.ngton, June 6.— Col. Charles Thomas, 
Assistant Quartermaster-General, will, by di- 
rection of the Secretary of War, proceed forth- 
with to I' ort Leavenworth to superintend the 
removal of the United States troops to tlie 
Government, reserve, within 40 miles of Utah, 
where there is good pasturage. The Quarter- 
master’s department has been assiduously en- 
gaged on tlie subject for a week past. 

The officers ordered to join the steam frigate 
Mississippi, destined for the East Indies, are 
requested to report by thc first of July. 

Washington, June 6. — Seth Kinman, the 
California hunter, who presented the buckhorn 
chair to the President, has received an appoint- 
ment for assisting to remove certain Iudians on 
the Pacific coast, at a salary of about $1,800 
per annum. 

The Postmaster-General, this morning, open- 
ed the bids for carrying the California overland 
mails. There will probably be no decision for 
two weeks. 

St. Louis, June 6. 

Senator Douglas arrived yesterday. The 
guests who came by the Baltimore route held a 
meeting, and passed resolutions returning thanks 
to the company and the citizens of St. Louis, 
for the the courtesies extended. The Independ- 
ent Blues serenaded the members of the com- 
mittee of arrangement. 

Chicago, June 6. — A serious riot occurred at 
Medina, Winnebago county, ou the 4th, be- 
tween the contractors and laborers on the Racine 
and Mississippi Railroad. The citizens were 
required to arm themselves against thc rioters, 
two of whom were killed and a number of oth- 
ers seriously injured. The sheriff of Winne- 
bago was sent for. The excitement was intense. 

Madison, Wis., June 6. — An entire block of 
buildings, known as the Dane County Block, 
was destroyed by fire this morning. Loss es- 
timated at $7,500 — mostly insured. 

Chicago, June 6. — Latest dates from Min- 
nesota say that 35 Democrats and II Republi- 
cans have been elected members of the Consti- 
tutional Convention. 

Detroit, June 6. — General Cass arrived here 
to-dav, in good htalth.
